a.) Remarks 

I. In the outstanding Office Action, the Examiner is requiring that 
Applicants elect one of the inventions of: 

Group I (Claims 1-21, 29 and 30), drawn to a recombinant 
antibody; 

Group II (Claims 22-25), drawn to DNA encoding the 
recombinant antibody and a method for producing the 
antibody; or 

Group III (Claims 27-28), drawn to a method of treat IGF- 
associated disease, which comprises administering a 
therapeutically effective amount of the recombinant or the 
antibody fragment. 

In response, Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the invention of Group I, 

namely claims 1-21, 29 and 30, drawn to a recombinant antibody. 

II. Also, the Examiner is requesting that Applicants select a species for 
the antibody VH region among: 

a) SEQIDNOS:5,6and7;and 

b) SEQIDNO:26. 

In response, Applicants hereby select species a) SEQ ID NOS:5, 6 and 7. 

III. Finally, the Examiner is requesting that Applicants select a species 
for the antibody VL region among: 

c) SEQ ID NOS: 8, 9 and 10; 

d) SEQIDNO:27; 

e) SEQ ID NO:28; and 

f) SEQIDNO:29. 

In response, Applicants hereby select species c) SEQ ID NOS:8, 9 and 10. 
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However, Applicants wish to point out to the Examiner MPEP §821.04 
which addresses the issue of processes "limited to making or using a nonobvious product" 
and stated that claims to the nonelected process should be rejoined when a product claim is 
found allowable and the withdrawn process contains all the limitations of an allowed 
product claim.
